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SECTION  E.  (a)  Milk  Supply.  The  Dairies  supplying  this  Town  are  situated 
in  the  adjoining  Rural  District,  and  I am  given  to 
understand  that  samples  are  taken  for  Bacteriological 
examination,  with  satisfactory  results . 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods . It  has  been  the  established  practice  to 
visit  Slaughterhouses,  Stalls  and  Vehicles,  aid  places 
where  food  is  prepared,  once  every  week.  The  quality  of  the 
meat  sold  to  the  public  is  very  good. 


SECTION  D. 

Housing.  The  Council  had  made  arrangements  for  the  purchase  of  a 

Building  Site  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  10  Workman*  s 
Dwellings.  If  this  proposal  had  matured,  the  local  problem 
of  unfit  houses,  and  also  overcrowding  would  have  been 
solved.  Since  the  state  of  emergency,  the  erection  of  tv/o 
Villa  Residences  has  been  commenced,  and  one  Bungalow  has  beei 
completed,  but  the  erection  of  Council  Houses  has  been 
suspeifed.
